On crosH- 
ing tliu Coltimbia, tlio prujuclL'tl lino i f 
ruilway foUuwa tliu valley of tlin Ult'cillo- 
wait Uivtjr, cro.^ae.s tlio SulUirk Iviinge and 
tlien tho Columbia for the secuiid time 
and makes fur Kamlnoiis, penetratitig the 
Gold Range by Eagle Puss. Crolil de- 
posits iiboiind in llio Irfulkirk Range all tho 
way from tho niiriht;i'n bond of tho Co- 
lumbia as far south as the Kootonay Kivor, 
but is said they are richest on tho Illo- 
cillewail and its small tributaries. Tliore 
was a rush to this region in 18G4 and some 
lucky miners made fortunes; but they 
were far remote from their base of sup- 
plies, there wore no roads but tho moun- 
tain paths nudo by wild animals, and tho 
freight was a dollar [jor pound. Tliis was 
more than alluvial mining could stand, 
and the claims were abandoned.

The di.-itanco 
from the Summit to tho foot of the Sel- 
kirks is about 115 miles by the projected 
line. 

People up here have com to look upon 
mining booms with some suspicion, and, 
considering tho sorioa (jf tiascous at the 
Lake of the W'ooils a year ago.m.t without 
reason. Hut tho uxi.stonce of vast mineral 
weulth in I'ritish Culunibia admits of im 
doubt. Tho gold fovi;raet in in 1858 when 
the colonization of the province may be 
said to have fairly begun. The total value 
of the gold mined between 1858 and tho 
end of 18815 is [lut down in tho govorii- 
ment rotiini.H al j?-l7, 510, 01)0. Tlio lar;,'oat 
yield for any one year was that of 18ti2-('3 
when §4, '-'•II', 000 worth was taken out, tho 
number of miners being 4,'.i00. There are 
now about 2,000 miners at work in the 
various ^"1^ lields.but principally in those 
of tho Cariboo district. Mr. A. C. Aiidor- 
Bon of ^'lct'lria, an i^.xoollont authority 
on tho subject, .savo tli.il " nut li wilhotand- 
ing the vast anicnml id' labor tliat has 
been bestowed on the coutimn.us gold 
quest a groat portion of tho mining couii- 
tsy remains yet either unvisitedor at best 
only partially duvoloped; while in the 
better tested parts the most accessible 
portions only have been otioctuaily 
wrought." The building uf the Canadian 
Pacific will bring tho wash pan minor 
within easy reach of the store and ena'ole 
companies to carry on <iuHrtz mining with 
a reasonable [irospcct of succo.ia. Tho lack 
of cai)ital and roads, u lr.ch lias ko[)l tlio 
industry at a staiui.il ill , w ill suon bo sup 
plied, and a new era will dawn for British 
Oolumbia. But moat of the adventurous 
spirits who are tlocking from this province 
to the Selkirks will probably live to ad- 
mit that the surest gold fields are prairie 
wheat lands.

THE STANDARD AND THE GAMB- 
LE ILS. 

In its yesterday morning's issue our 
esteemed contemporary raised a great dust 
over wlmt it U pleaded to«all"St. David's 
Apology," or in other words, the article 
. whicll appeared in The Cobiiid on Friday 
■ morning. The action of the six council- 
lors who forbade the city barrister to ap- 
pear in tlio first of the gambling cases has 
doubtless been very severely commented 
on by citi2ena generally, and, in fact, it is 
difficult to find ony man who approves of 
their action. There are not wanting 
ll<luor deatbrs tlieinsQlvca who condoum 
it, as nur.y of tlioae conduct their business 
in a niMiner with which no fault can be 
found, and if more would follow their ex- 
ample there would be less to bo said on 
the evils of gambling and intemperance. 
There has been warm language used in 

■ this controversy to which various mean- 
r ings might be attached, and among them 
i the word "corrupt." iVic CV/diii.s? .simply 
; said that it did not attach a personal 

liioauiiig to tlio wcjrd; that it believed tlie 
councillors to be generally all right ius ro- 
.'.garded the Ten Conimandnieiita, and that 
in plain English they were above selling 
their votes or being bribodj in short, that 
they were men of good standing in the 
city. The word corrupt ia continually ap- 
- ' plied to public bodies of niiui in a general 
sense, and if the public believed wliat the 
Standard is continually reiterating about 
the local government in this respect, it 
would be a very dreadful thing. Fortu- 
nately in it.4 public use the word "cor- 
rupt" nuiy mean anything. It i.s calcu- 
lated to raise a smile, thoreforo, when one 
councillor after another yets up to say 
that he always bore an irreproachable 
character, paid his debts and, like Lout;- 
fellow's model blacksmith, "owed not any 
man" — when nobody said he did. Per- 
haps Coun. MoKillican conveyed a correct 
sense of the ter/n in tliia case when he 
said on Friday night tliiit councillors 
"might be iiitluencod. " Nuw all iiieii iire 
iniluonced both in their private and pub- 
lic capacities. Tliey are iniluonced by 
their business connections, by surround- 
ing circuniblancea and by objects which 
they wish to attain, and the public would 
often boediSed if they could only seo the 
little cogwheels lliat work the moral .show. 
Passing over tlio inflated language of the 
Standard and suine of itsstatemonts which 

■ may be taken for what they are worth, 
let us get to business. Our esteemed 
friend, in the first place, sueins to con- 
found the first gambling case with the 

- second. The tiiat case, at lea.it, wa.s not 

■ brought as a private pro.seciiiion, as ii 
was understood by the magistrate and the 
city police that the city barrister was to 
appear by order of the civic authority and 
the case was actually adjourned on a 
statement that ho was unable to appear at 
that time. The matter of gambling in sa- 
loons or taverns is one that all'ects their 
license, as already staled, and on that 
count alone the city barri.ster might have 
appeared with perfect propriety. But out- 
side of this, the charge of gambling was 
unfortunately a stranger in our police 
court and the conviction rests on so many 
techniaditios that to pit an unprofessional 
auporintendont of police against a sharp 
professional man, except with the hope of 
a failure of justice, was such an absurdity 
in itself that if it gave rise to unpleasant 
comments, and even the imputation of 
improper motivos, tho six cnnncillors who 
prevented the city barrister fnun appear- 
ing have themselves tu thank for it. What 
made the matter still worse was that the 
police magistrate himself is not a lawyer. 
Tho excuse put forth by these councillors 
that other cases were conducted witliout 
the aid of tho city barrister amounts to 
nothing, though it will do as well 
as any other, and as for the plea of 
saving tho city expenses, there is such a 
thing as being pennywise and poundfool- 
ish. It is right that legal expenses should 
be kept within b<juiula, but the policy of 
sacriticiiig all sorts of principles the 
moment th« cily barrister is involved 
in their defence is lujt likely to prove a 
cheap Olio in the lout; run. .-Vllowing the 
Standard to rant away like a garrulous 
old Romiyi who has lost some things off 
her clothes line, it may be as well to again 
remind it that the first gambling case hav- 
in£[ fjillen through, it was in the second 
case that the city barri.ster stated he ap- 
peared in his private capacity at tho in- 
stance of i\[r. Riidge, li fact which mater- 
ially interferes with the Standard's argu- 
ments, though it may think tho matter of 
no consequence. In the words of Coun- 
cillor Boyd, too much appears to have 
been made of the remark of Councillor 
McKillican altogether, and the longer it 
19 continued the mure difiicultios itislike- 

■ ly to present to its originators whose ac- 
tion, it is sufHciont to say, was injudicious 
if not illegal, and has been emphatically 
condemned by tho citizens. As the Stan- 
dard thinks ijfopor to pose as the gam- 
blers' advocate, well and guild; there will 
be no harm done to the public and not 
much good to the gamblers; but as that 
journal invariably plays a losing game 
there need be no wonder at tho .sympathy 
that exists between tlioin. The special 
mooting of tho council on Friday night in 
connection with this subject had no result 
as might have been t.uticiijuteJ, except to 
show that some men are not gifted with 
much understanding and that their tongues 
are the beat or worst part uf them. Dif- 
ferences may arise, but every man who 
constitutes [lart of a public assembly 
should bring something to its deliberation 
besides an unruly tongue and a general 
ignorance of what it is supposed he ought 
to know. 

IJS'JJIA. 

Tlia bright fortune of India is now the 
subject of a great deal of speculation. 'J'his 
immense country teeming with fruitful- 
ness, which for centuries has been in a 
torpid state, is slowly but surely waking 
out of its tropical stuijor and bogmning to 
vie with other countries in industry. In 
some diatriots of India a famine is expect- 
ed soon. There bus been no rain since 
lastautumnnnd none iaoxpucted till .lune. 
If the famine comes government aid will 
be required and provisions will have to be 
transported to the nlllicted districts. Hut 
this is only in a p.'^rt uf India. In the 
Madras Presidency crup;i nre i)lentifiil, 
and all through this district the system 
of irrigation is perfect. Every river has 
its own system, and tho niananeinent is in 
the handa.of trained engineers. The sur- 
plus water of freshets is preserved in tanks 
and canals and made to do duty in time of 
drought. Itis estimatcdthatwlien tho work 
of irrigation iscomploted and extended over 
the proposed area of 612,000 miles (in one 
district) the net surplus »rill have increas- 



ed to 2-40 74-llX) lakhs of rupees, and that 
consequently the position of the state as 
regards this system will stand thus.

100 lakhs uf rupees which will all be gain. 

A lakh of rupees is equivalent to £8,- 
000 (eight thousand) sterling (about 840,- 
000. 

Tho railway system of India has be- 
come oi immense value in advancing its 

social business and military interest. The 
beneticiiil effect on the trade of the coun- 
try is indicated by tha fact that In- 
dia's foreign trade has increased from 
£38,500,000 sterling in 1852 to £150,000,- 
000 in 1883. Large portions uf this in- 
crease are due to railvays. The wheat 
trade was but tlireo millions of cwts. in 
1872, but in 1882 it was more that nine- 
teen millions of cwts. Jf it is true, ua is 
maintanied, that India is capable of 
doubling her present yield of six and a- 
half millions tona alio could then spare 
seven millions to Englaii.d. This would 
doubtless have an immense influence on 
tho export trade of tho United States. 
There is an enormous amount of land 
which when brought under cultivation 
will bo exceedingly fertile and consider- 
ing that labor is cheaper here than any- 
where else in the world, India may be- 
come in time the foremost of wheat produc- 
ing countrioa. Another evidenoe of In- 
tlia's ontorpriuo is the increasing number 
of factories which are springing up. Even 
now hor competition in cheap cotton goods 
ia felt in iMaucheater. English capitalists 
and munufacturora are turning their at- 
tention to this new field. By damming tlio 
waters of tho Punjab inexhaustable water 
power is obtained, and by turning the 
water into canals increased fertility of the 
land is produced- Now iiiilla will be start- 
ed with tine machinery, better good.s will 
bo tho result and in time India's looms 
may compete with those of E igland and 
America. In many of the mills the wi>rk 
is entiroly done by natives with only (uio 
Engliahmau as a superintendent. As it 
only cost 89 a year for food to support u 
native the comparatively amall expense 
of running these mills is apparent.

" STUDIIOKSE " BOOMIiD. 

Xlie I'olt«« TaUo Slops to Shut 
l>o\vii the Oaiiic. 

(,S. F. Poat.) 

There is great dismay among the play- 
ers of "studhorse" poker on account of 
word wliicli was passed along the lino to- 
day by the police to keepers of saloons 
where the game is played, to stop at once 
or raids would follow. The publication of 
tho article in tho Poat laat night pointing 
out that ''studhorse" is a game of chance 
as much as chuck-a-luck, vingt-et-un, 
rouge ut noir, and similar well known 
banking games, and the emphatic denial 
of J udge Webb that he ever held that 
"studhorse" was not a game of chance, 
were tho topic of greatest interest last 
night and to-day in those resorts where 
the game lias become of late popular. So 
apprehensive in some places were tho 
keepers of games that police raids would 
follow the Post's exposure of the real 
cimraotor of tho game that lookouts wore 
stationed to warn players of the approach 
of dotectivoa. Their fears were, however, 
uiifouiuled, as the police had not last 
night dcteriiiined upon what course to 
pursue, and, as a conseciuenco, the gomes 
were nut molested. 

This morning, however, a small batch 
of oflicera wero sent out to notify all tho 
saloon keepers that the game was illegal, 
and, if parties persisted in playing it, it 
would be at their peril. Jlost of tha pro- 
prietors promptlj" shut down on the games, 
but in Hoveral inatancoa tlio keacera dotr- 
gedly defied tho law and kept tho gamoa 
ruirning, This was the case at least in 
one place on Montgomery Street, not far 
from tho publication office of the Post. 
The four or live games in the back rooms 
of the saloons on LeidesdortT street and 
I'auper alley had all closed, and the play- 
ers were disconsolately seated around the 
grceii cloth tables, bewailing what tu 
them seemed a restriction of popular 
rights — the right to play puker when and 
wherever one saw fit. 

That this somewhat tardy action of tho 
polico in shutting down upon the danger- 
ous game of "studhorse" pokor is proper, 
is shown by the fact that it has seized up- 
, on all claa.ses and was being played in 
I several hundred saloons, where, less than 
I two months ago, it had never been heard 
of. The community is to be congratulated 
that the Poat saw the dimensions to which 
the evil was fast growing in time to call 
I the attrition of tho authorities to it, and 
insist upon its suppression before it reach- 
I ed proportions which might make it a 
■ herculean task.

It is 
said that at the request of Gon. Grant, the 
chock was dated as on Saturday, and the 
check of Grant and Ward on the Marino 
bank Mr. Vanderbilt agreed not to use 
for a day or two. It ia believed the ex- 
prcsidont know the state of the firm's af- 
fairs, and Ward ia credited with furnish- 
ing a. satisfactory explanation of the cir- 
cumstances under which Vanderbilt's 
conaeiit was obtained. When presented, 
the check of Grant and Ward had been 
rendered worthless by tho two failures. 
The day after tlie failure General Grant 
cidled on Vanderbilt, at the latter'a de- 
sire, and it is said that assurances wero 
given that he would be fully protected in 
tho matter even if great sacrifices wore 
necoasary in the direction of Mrs. (Jrant'a 
property. At tirat the firm started with 
the prestige of General Grant's name to 
aid the nieinbors in securing capital and 
inspiring ooiitidence in their ability and 
position. The actual money was raised 
on notes that the ox-president and Jamea 
D. Fish had endoraed. To what extent 
the responsibility ot the condition of af- 
fairs rests upon Fish and upon Ward can- 
not be learned. 

Tho suspicion grows that the Grant and 
Ward failure is much more serious than 
at first suspected. .A well known member 
of the exchange to day said: ''For four or 
five months I have heard rumors of trans- 
acti(Jii3 of (iranl and Ward. I do not 
think .'58,000,000 by any means an extra- 
vagant estimate of the liabilities of the 
drm. My belief is they exceed 810,000,- 
000. When the failure was announced I 
said it would be the largest Wall street 
ever saw, and I am more firmly convinced 
than ever of the truth of tho estimates. 
Whit tlieaaaeta can bo no one knows, but 
probably very small, and the disparity in 
the figures will undoubtedly cause sur- 
prise.

IRELAND. 
QuKKN.sTowN, May 10. — Tenders with 
the mails and four hundred passengers 
started from Cork to iuvercept the out- 
ward buHnd steamers, Britannic and 
Winnipeg from Liverpool, but were ob- 
liged to return owing to fogs. 

GERMANY. 

Berlin, May 10 — In the reiohstag to- 
day the debate on tho bill to renew the 
special anti-aocialist law waa resumod. 

Richtor pronounced tho law a failuro, 
emphasizing the fact that it had not pre- 
vented the attempt to blow up the Nieder- 
wuld monument. 

Yon Pulkhamer, Prussian home secre- 
tary, disagreed with Richter and said that 
tho occurrence instead of being an argu- 
ment against tho prolongation of the law 
was a reason for it. He defended tho 
secret p.ilica in their doings with criini - 
nala and said there were circuiiKstaiices 
under which no government could do 
without secret police. If the anti-social- 
ist law had init been enacted the ominis- 
sion would liavo been atoned for in tor 
renla of blood . .-\ 11 the states which do 
not [lossesa such a law are being under- 
mined, [f the bill should 
bo rejected the gevernnieiit would 
discuss it with anotlierparliainuiit. Should 
this likewise reject the bill the guvern- 
inent would be exonerated from all rea- 
ponsibility and could regard the further 
development of tho aooial democracy with 
a quiet conscience. 

Bismarck also spnko in dofens-j of tho 
bill. He referred to tho luolicni made by 
Windhorst in 1881 [jroviding for tho adop- 
tion of an international law regarding the 
punishment of regicides, and read tho let- 
ter written by the emperor on the occasion 
of the assassination of the Czar. Alex- 
ander showod that tho cmporor had pr;; 
posed such a measure bofnro. Russia and 
Austria woro in favor of an intennitional 
conference.

lioiv Certain I'arlies t'oiuliict 
Themselves at Fires. 

There aire a numlwr of 'stereotyped 
iolfi^/ioterB, says an* exchange, who at- 
IfeS^frfireijWhen'you getlup in the 
night, put your socks on wrong side 
out, rush down town with one suspen- 
der trailing on the yiound, and arrive 
at the fire in a half dresseil and breath- 
leas condition, you will find these 
characters .already on the ground, and- 
as, Artemua Ward suid about the stars 
■•ih Heav'en — "up to their usual doingK." 
There is for instance! thi; hoarse-voiced 
man who acts as if the whole conUa- 
' gration was under his personal ail per vi- 
sion, and who stands on an ash bai-rel 
in the alley, wildly gesticulating, and 
howling suggestions to the chief of the 
tire department. He usually gets knock- 
edi down by a hulder, or has the hose 
turned on him liy accident; then, when 
ho gets all the muddy water out of his 
mouth and ears, he goes otl'to the 
other side of the street, looks on at a 
safe distance, and has a great deal to 
say about the inefficiency of tire de|)art- 
ments. An equally dangerous and ab- 
surd character is the man with thaaxo- 
He is always early at a tire, accom- 
pained by a new axe. Ko one knows 
where he got the axe, and no one ever 
sees him carrying it back to where he 
got it; but while he is on the ground he 
•makes tliinj^s lively. Ileisii perfect 
"besom of destruction." ILe batters in 
doors, hacks the fence in a vain elVort 
to cut it away to make room for the en- 
■gine^and in his wild desire to save 
'jp^grty he demolishes evorytliing that 
"an axe will'' make an imjjres.sion on. 
The fiend, \yho is too weak to do any 
manual labor, and who lets his wife 
"Ijhop^all the firewood at homo, will 
' create havoc and desolation for two 
blocks around a fire; and he has even 
"beeii'kAown when everything, including 
the lightning rod and tht; pumps, wen' 
cut' down, to turn in atul hew to piece.s 
the shade trees in the next lot to keep 
the Gre from spreading. 

Then there is the man who was an 
inordinate craving for a ladder. His 
inriiost soul is stirred with a yearning 
for a stepladderl Intones swelling 
with pathos, profanity and excitement, 
he shouts, "Have any of you got a 
ladder? Will none of you give me a 
liidder?" as if a twenty four foot lidiler 



or a charm to prevent rheumatism — 
. everyone carried in his pocket. When 
he can't £;et a ladder, ho tries to climb 
up the water-spout that he may, at the 
riglf of vhis life, break open some of the 
second story window, let the air in 
and give the tire a chance. In con- 
trast with this last vigorous character, 
13 the helpless man who goes about 
wringing his hands or carrying an 
empty bucket, getting in everybody's 
way and woiiJering if the building was 
[insured. He gets tripped up by the 
.hpseand knocked about generally, lie 
wants to stop the foreman of the lire 
department and ask him how the fire 
originated, and if he thinks there is 
any chance of its spreading, but the 
foreman has only to address some bad 
'words to him. \''ery i)romincnt in the 
■: crowd at every fire to see it — thei-e are 
. usually about forty of him. how He — 
and' he is very particular regarding dc- 
_tail8 — he was standing talking to a 
■frjendri'oh the sidewalk about two 
blocks away, when he noticed a small 
qiinntity of smoke oozing etc., etc., but 
everyone knows him well, having 
sufl'ered from hi.s egotistical narratives, 
and we will therefore, dismiss him 
along with the wan who has the defec 
tive-flue theory regarding the origin of 
,■ Itjj'e fire, ani other man. with the jneen 
diary diary. — Ex.

Towns, Villages aiMl Cultivate*! 
" : : iFields can be Seen. 

(Trniisliiti.-(1 froTii th«Ny;i I'n-isi-ii of HfliiMijfonl'.) 
At the Astronomical (Jbaervatory o*^ 
Berlin a discovery lias ialuly been miide, 
which, withoui duubt, will cause the great- 
est aenaation, not only lonong those not 
adepts in science, but even among the 
moat learned. Pvofesaor Blundmann, in 
that city, has found, beyond a doubt, that, 
our old friend, the moon, ia not a more 
lantern which kindly funii.shes light for 
the loving youth and gas coinpiinius of our 
..'plahfeti but the abode of living, intelligent 
beings, for which he is prepared to fur- 
nish proofs mo.st convincing. 

Tins question has agitated humanity 
from time innneniorial, and has been the 
object of the greatest interest. lint the 

,'opiniona have always dillered very widely 
an'dho two minda held one and the .same. 
Already in ancient times the belief pre- 
vailed that the moon was inhabited with 
some higher organized, intelligent beings, 
Boniowhat resembling man, and in order to 
communicate with them the earthly en- 
thusiasts planted rows of trees several 
Hides in length so as to form the figure of 
the Pythagorean Ihooroum. The celobrat- 

_fiid aatronomer,Sohroder, in the beginning 
of the present century, fancied that he 
could detect places on the surface of the 
moon which periodically grow li|^'iiter and 
darker, and from thi.s fact he derived tlio 
conclusion that the phenomen(jn was a 
proof for existingvegolation. During the 
last few decades, however, the idea of life 
on the moon has boon hold up to ridicule, 
and totally scorned by men of learning, 
but nevertheless it has now been proven 
to bo correct. 

By accident Dr. Bleiidmann found that 
the o))8ervationa of the moon gave but 
very unsatisfactory results, owin^; to the 
intensity of the light power of the moon's 
atmosphere, which is that strong that it 
affects tlio correctness of the observations 
in a very high degree, lie then conceiv- 
ed the idea to make the object glass of 
the refractor less sensitive to the rays of 
light, and for that purpose he darkened it 
with the stiVotb of camphor. It took 
months of experimenting before he suc- 
ceodod in find the right degree of obscur- 
ity of the glass, and when tinally found ho 
then with the refractor took a very accu- 
rate photo of the moon's surface. This 
ho placed iri a aun microscope, which gave 
thg picture a diameter of fifty-five and 
one-half feet. The revelation was most 
startling. It perfectly ovurturnod all 
hitherto entortainod ideas of the moon's 
surface. Those level plains which for- 
metiywere held to be oceans of water 
proved to be verdant Holds, and what for.

out as deserts of sand and oceansi of water.

A GKE.Vr LONDON FIRE. 



Tiic Kcc4;nt Conflat;ratlon in 
Vuteruosten Bow— St. ^ Paul's 
Catliiedral iu Danger. 

(London Tel9(tapli.) 

There was a great fire in London in 
Paternoster row, near St. Paul's cathe- 
cral, directly north and distant half a 
block, on the night of April 2d. The 
huge dome and western towers of 
Wren's magnificent pile presented an 
extraordinary sight. All the south 
side of the vast outline appeared as if 
lost in a mist, while the iiorth face 
shone like white marble in a blaze of 
artificial light. The under J)arta of the 
tiie^ btrildings, right 'and left of 
Fleet street and Ludgate hill, tending 
eastward, were in deep shadow, the 
lower parts full of goiden jets of gas 
flame, intersperced with silver spots of 
electric light glowing down upon the 
thousands and tens of thousands of ex- 
cited people, making their way in the 
direction of the upward-llying spark.s, 
the mighty masses of i-ed billowy smoke 
and tongues of fire leaping up behind 
and to the left of St. Nicholas 
Church. 

Most fortunate it is that the wind 
blew from the southwest. Otherwise 
it is in bounds of probability that the 
cathedral itself might have caught tire. 
Above the gallery, at the base of the 
dome, there is more wood than stone, 
and the sparks and sheets of blazing 
paiier whicl; blew upwards, hud they 
been carried southward by the wind, 
might easily have set the timbers 
alight and seized upon the golden cross 
which crowns the edifice. Indeed, had 
the wind been blowing strongly from 
any point — and at this lime of the year 
gaies are only too frequent — the dy- 
struction must have been tremendous. 

The historical Dolly's chophouse 
has ceased to exist. "Dolly's tavern" 
derived its name from one Dolly, an 
old cook at the (Jaslle inn, kept at one 
time by Richard Tarleton, the famous 
low comodian of (.,)u<!on I'^lizaboth's 
reign, and a fellow-mime of William 
Shakespeare. .Gainsborough painted 
Dolly's portrait. The old coffee-room 
of this quaint and comfortable hostelry 
much frequented by able editors and 
enterprising publishers, dated from 
the period of C^Uieen Anne. 'J"he ipieen's 
likeness, in a painted window of the 
eatabli.shment, perished last night in 
the flames. Part of the old ^ premises 
of Tarleton's castle were in existance 
as late as 1822, when they were burnt 
down; and now "Dolly's," the connect- 
link between Elizabethan ata^'o and 
the modern resort of men intimately 
associated with the calling of letters, 
has shared the same fate. 

The danger to the cathedral is thus 
set forth in another account: "The body 
of tiro reached far over the tops of the 
highest buildings; and its fierceness was 
denoted by huge and ajipalling sheets of 
dolatched flame, high up amid the lurid 
smoke, changing in fantastic shape 
with every puflf of southwest wind, and 
often mounting above the level of the 
outer gallery round the dome of St. 
Paul's, while the bright sparks, like 
floating stars amid the red-brown clouds 
of rolling smoke, [jositivoly reached 
above the ball and cross. It seamed to 
those who surveyed the scene from a 
near point of view that the drift of 
these burning flakes in a directirn 
away from the burning cathedral was a 
happy accident. So accustomed are 
Londoners to regard St. Paul's as a 
natural feature of Loudon, sLaiuiing 
rook-like and unassailable on 'the city's 
highest ground,' that the very appear- 
ance of . danger seemed like a 
fearful revelatiion. Not one man in a 
hundred, probably a thousand, knows 
or thinks that the vast -jupola is a 
wooden shell, masking a brick cone 
which is the real sup[)ort to the stone 
lantern above, the space between this 
funeral-like substructure and the grace- 
ful exterior 'dome,' as it has been call- 
edsiuce the time of Wren, being occupi- 
ed by a forest of dry timber beam, cross- 
ing this way and that."
